GSR- 280, In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 

of the' Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class I and Class II Technical posts in the Directorate 
General of Shipping and Mercantile Marine Departments, namely:— 

1 Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Director 
rate General of Shipping and Mercantile Marine Departments (Class I and Clasg 
II Technical Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, 
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(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts in the Directorate General 
of Shipping, and various Mercantile Marine Departments, as specified In column 
1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3- Number, Classification and Scales of pay. — The number of posts, their classi- 
fication and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications for recruitment and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


Provided that the maximum age limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, and other special cate 
gories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central Government 
issued from time to time. 


5- Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living, or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage Is void 
by reasons of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of these posts; and 


(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of her husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of these posts: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there ore special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule 


0. Liability to serve In the Defence Service or post connected with the Defence 
of India. — Any person possessing a degree In engineering or equivalent qualifica- 
tions appointed to posts of Ship Surveyor, Junior Naval Architect and Radio 
Inspector on or after the commencement of these rules shall; If so required, be 
liable to serve 1 in any Defence Service or post connected with the Defence of 
India, for a period of not less than four years including the period spent on train- 
ing, if any: — 


Provided that such person — 


(a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years 

from the date of appointment; 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining the 

age of forty years. 

7. Reservaflom of vacancies for persons released from active service. (1) 

Fifty per cent of the permanent vacancies which are to be filled by direct recruit- 
ment shall be reserved for graduate engineers who were commissioned in 
the Armed Forces on temporary basis during the period of operation of the Pro- 
clamation of Emergency issued under clause (1) of article 352 of the Constitution 
on the 26th October, 1982, and are later released. 


(2) Only such of those persons shall be entitled to be considered for the vacan- 
cies so reserved as would have been eligible for appointment against these posts 
If they had not joined the Armed Forces and are physically fit according to the 
rules applicable to the service. 
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8. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It Is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons/ 
posts.

G.S.R. 261. — The following draft of certain rules which the Central Govern- 
ment proposes to make in exercise of powers conferred bv clauses (g), (h), (1), 
and (:) of sub-section (2) of section 230, read with section 458, of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) and in supersession of the Indian Merchant Ship- 
ping (Closing of Openings in Hulls and in Water-tight. Bulkheads) Rules, 1956 is 
hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of the said section 236 for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken inlo consideration on or after the 10th day of! 
March 1968. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with res- 
pect to the said draft before the date so specified will be taken into consideration 
by the Central Government 


Draft Rules 

1. Short title, commencement and application.— (1) These rules may be called 
the Merchant Shipping (Closing of Openings in Hulls and in water-tight Bulk- 
heads) Rules, 

(2) They shall come Into force Immediately. 

(3) They shall apply to all passenger ships registered in India. 

2. Definitions. — (1) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) ‘Act* means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958, (44 of 1958); 

(b) "breadth of the ship” means the greatest moulded breadth at or below 

the ship's deepest sub-division load water lino; 

(c) "margin line” means a line drawn atleast 70 millimetres below the 

upper surface of the bulkhead deck at the side of a ship and assumed 
for the purposes of determining the floodable length of the ship; 

(2) For the purposes of these rules a ship shall be deemed to proceed to sea, 
when it leaves a mooring or anchorage at a port or place for that purpose and 
It shall be deemed to be at sea until it has been secured at a mooring or anchor- 
age at a port or place. 

3. Closing of Contrivances. — (1) In every ship, the contrivances referred to 
in sub-rule (2) shall, immediately before the ship proceeds to sea. be securely 
closed and shall be kept so closed while the ship is at sea. 

(2) The contrivances referred to in sub-rule (1) are — 

(a) water-tight doors below the margin line which are fitted in bulkheads 

required by the Merchant Shipping (Passenger Ship Construction and 
Survey) Rules, 1967 to he water-tight and which divide cargo bet- 
ween deck spaces; 

(b) all side scuttles which can be opened and which are situated in any 

between decks and below the margin line, if any such side scuttles 
have their sills below a line drawn parallel to the bulkhead deck at 
the side of the ship and having its lowest point 1.37 metres, in addi- 
tion to 2J per cent of the breadth of the ship, above the water when 
the ship is first afloat in sea water after proceeding to sea; 

Provided that in fair weather seasons in tropical zones within the 
meaning of the International Load Line Convention, 1966 (including 
seasonal tropical zones in appropriates seasons) the requirements of 
this clause shall have effect as if the figures and word 1.07 metres 
were substituted for the figures and word 1.37 metres: 

(Provided further that in the application of this requirement an 
appropriate allowance for fresh water may be made when applicable 
under the provisions of the International Load Line Convention, 1966. 

(c) side scuttles below the margin line -which shall not be accessible while 

the ship is at sea; together with their dead lights; 
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( d) side scuttles below the margin line situated in spaces appropriated 
alternatively for the carriage of cargo or passengers, together with 
their dead lights, when the space in which they are situated is used 
for the carriage of cargo; 


(r) gangway. cargo ports, and coaling ports below the margin line. 

(.81 For the purposes of this rule— 

(a) a contrivance shall be deemed to be below the margin line if the sill 

of such contrivance is below that line; and 

(b) a side scuttle shall be deemed to be closed when it is locked. 

4. Closing of doors. — In every ship, every water-tight door, not being a door 
referred to in clause (al of sub-rule (2) of rule 3 shall be kept closed while the 
Ship is at sea except when it is required to be opened for the working of the 
ship and when so opened it shall be kept free of obstruction which might pre- 
vent its rapid closure. 

(V Portable Plates. — In every ship, every portable 1 plate which closes any open- 
ing in any portion of the internal structure of the ship, which is required by the 
Merchant Shipping (Passenger Shin Constructions and Survey') Rules. 1967 to be 
water-tight, being an onening which is wholly or partly helow the margin line, 
shall be In Its place when the ship proceeds to sea and shall be so kept in its 
place all the time while the ship is at sea, except in the case of urgent necessity. 
Tn replacing any such plate all necessary precautions shall be taken to ensure 
that the joints are water-tight. 

6. Closing of contrivances not in use. — In every ship, the cover and valve 1 of 
any ash-shoot, rubbish-shoot or other similar contrivance having its inboard 
opening below the margin line shall be kept securely closed when the device is 
not in use. 

7. Drills. — O) In every ship, all water-tight doors and other contrivances re- 
ferred to in rules 3, 4 and 6 shall be opened and closed for purposes of drill- 

fa) at intervals of not more than seven days; and 

(b) Immediately before the ship proceeds to sea, if the ship is intended to 
remain at sea for a period of more than seven days. 

Provided that the provisions of this sub-rule shall not be construed to autho- 
rise the opening, while the shin is at sea. of any water-tight door or other contri- 
vance which is otherwise required to he kept closed by these rules.
